walls. Adequate punishment is provided 
for the violation of such precautions, and 
power is given to prosecute owners of 
telegraph, wires interfering with tho fire 
ilepartmant in case ot fire. Assemblyman 
Leahy's bill also requires fire-proof bal- 
conies connected with each other by sub- 
stantial stairways. Senator Cottrill's bill 
confines, itselt to measures concerning 
elevators, cutting oft th o] sections made 
by tho stories by means of iron automatic 
doors, which would prevent a large shatt 
for flamos to aajend. A bill introduced

Electricity ana Mill Fires. 


In view of the great danger that Is 


constantly accruing in the destruction of 
so many flour-milla, some of them are 
demolished so soon after being built, 
might lead some inquiring minds to ask 
the question, What is tho cause. Who 
it the incendiary so constant in atten- 
dance and is so artful and cunning in 
escaping detection while hovering around 
these mills in disguise? I suppose nearly 
every mill of note has its night-watch- 
man, 
who, if ho does his duty as he 


ought, should be ab'le to detect this mys- 
terious agent if in the disguise of a man 
or otherwise. If not, some other and 
more potent agent must bo silently and 
surely doinc this work of destruction. 
Still the miU burns or explodes before 
anyone can tell the tale. This fire an- 
nouncement is becoming too alarmingly 
prevalent, as in nearly every instance 
the loss is total. Might not this unseen 
agent be electricity, that is brought to 
bear when every other condition i» preva- 
lent, as the state of tho atmosphere in its 
peculiar dryness, its electrical condition 
being such as to favor bringing about 
these dangerous results, which are being 
held in readiness whenever such a state 
of things exist, and are brought into 
action at the critical juncture to cause an 
ignition with the floating atoms of dry 
mill dust? This state of things ia be- 
lieved to be silently and constantly going 
on in many ways, as I have before shown 
and written up pretty fully in the Mil!' 
ing World, 
Assuming this subtile agent 


to be silently and actively at work, this 
every day preparation toward bringing 
about these direful mill disasters are con- 
itantly in progress in some part of the 
country, and would naturally call atten- 
tion to an investigating mind as to what 
it is, or what can be this destructive 
force that is so mysteriously leveling so 
many fine mill-structures, nearly aa fast 
as they can be built. Being possessed of a 
somewhat inquiring turn of mind, let us 
see if we can naa,ke clear what to many 
is to them still wrapped in mystery. Wo 
will base our argument that thia unseen 
agent ia electricity, that it alone is at the 
bottom, and is the basis and chief causo 
of all the mischief. This being the 
standpoint from which- we argue, we will 
endeavor to show that from scientific 
experiments made .jrith fine-mill and 
elevator dust, it is conceded to be ex- 
plosive. As electricity is produced by 
iriction, and that in the present con- 
struction of flour-mills having so much 
ron machinery, and numberless feet of 
leather belting that are running at all 
speeds, such must produce a vast aihount 
of friction. This is being all housed 
within the building; thia friction ^ pro- 
duces what may uc termed frictional 
electricity, and is constantly being pro- 
duced or generated by the revolutions of 
such machinery and belting running at 
all speeds. The atmosphere of the mill 
s thick with fine, dry dust-cloud, all the 
time absorbing or being impregnated 
with tliis frictional electricity. 
JNext in 


order -is, how can wo get rid of its bane- 
ful influence? Can it be done in a cheap 
and practical manner, so as to make our 
mills harmless and free from such dan- 
;er of explosion? • Can it not be diverted 
3y extending a central conducting wire 
from end to cud through each story of 
the bailding, one foot below and under 
each floor, the ends of said conducting 
wires to be attached to a perpendicular 
lightning rod outside the building that 
communicates or terminates in the earth 
as any lightning-rod does? 
By this 


means, if the electricity within the mill 
takes to the horizontal .wires, which it 
might do by fastening a .fine wire gauze 
to the horizontal central wires that would 
bang down Uk$ a cloth upon them to 
collect the electrified dust atoms, and so 
be disseminated to the central wires run- 
ning through each floor or story of the 
mill, and be so conducted to the ground. 
The idoa Is novel, while it might be 
practical to so pase off the electricity as 
fast as it collects upon the wire gauze 
sheet to the ground. I only suggest this 
plan of safety for the millers' considera- 
tion, and they can consult with good 
electricians as to its practical working, if 
good effect could be obtained in this way, 
without the use of a battery force to 
propel it to the outside conducting 
ground wire.— Cor. Buffalo 
Commercial.

A x.amprey-8 nest. 


One day late in spring as I \vas passing 


over a bridge I chanced to see two lam- 
preys, or "lamper-eels," as they are 
usually called, engaged in building their 
nest in the creek below me. It 
Tvaa one 


of the most curious spectacles I ever saw 
in our stream. They were a few yards 
below the bridge, just where the water 
breaks from the still pool beneath it, and 
flows with n rapid current over its 
roughly paved bottom. They were dis- 
tinguishable from the yellowish brown 
and black stones and pebbles amid which 
they were working only by their motions. 
They were tugging away at the small 
movable stones with £;reat persistence. I 
went down to the waters edge where 
they were within reach of my staff, the 
better to observe them. -They would run 
up to tho edge of tho still water and 
seize upon the stones with their suction 
mouth and drag them back with the 
current and drop them upon their nest. 
I understood at once why their nests, 
which I had often observed before, were 
always placed at the beginning of a rift; 
it is that the fish may avail themselves 
of tho current in building them. 
The 


water sweeps them back with the pebble 
in their mouth, their only effort being in 
stemming the current to seize it. They 
are thus enabled to move (stones which 
.they could not stir in still water. 


Ihe stones varied insize from a walnut 


to a goose egg. When one of them was 
tugging away at a stone too heavy forit, 
I would lend a helping hand with my 
etaff; I would move the atone along 
gently, and tho lamprey seemed entirely 
unconscious of the fact that it was being 
helped; it would drop the burden at tho 
proper point, and ~run up for another. 
Indeed, my aid and presence did not dis- 
turb them at all. From time to time, 
the larger o£ the two, which was the fe- 
male, would thrust her tail with.great 
violence down among the pebbles ut the 
bottom of the creek and loosen them up, 
and set free the mud which the current 
quickly carried away. The new material 
thus plowed up was carried to tho nest. 
Twice in the course of tho half-ha'arthat 
I observed them, tho act of spawning 
tookplace. 


Besides helping move the larger stones 


with my staff; I several times plowed up 
the bottom with its point, thus relieving 
the female of that duty. The fish took 
it all as a matter of course, and seized 
upon the pebbles I had loosened with 
great alacrity. 
When I thrust my cane 


beneath them and tried to lift th,«m out 
of the water, they would ruck fast to tho 
stones and prevent me; but they aid not 
manifest any alarm. The" lampreys be- 
come much exhausted with the spawning 
and nest building, and large numbers of 
them die when it is over. In June it is 
not unuiual to find their dead bodies ia 
the streams they Inhabit,—John Bur- 
roughs in the Century.

It is impossible to escape from a feel- 


ing almostof bewilderment at tho thought 
of the future of North America. 
Brit- 


ish Columbia is prosperous, and will 
speedily become very much more so; but 
it is not exceptional. All the Western 
States and Territories are doing; like her 
—increasing rapidly in population, and 
forcing a soil till now unworked to yield 
them profit. Unquestionably, this is the 
most important fact in contemporary 
history, it is a new fact; it can not be 
compared with any cognate phenomenon 
in the past, so that it offers a fine field 
for those who like untrammeled political 
speculation. It fascinates the statisti- 
cians, such as Mr. GifFen, who has just 
dealt with it in an elaborate fashion 
before the Statistical Society. Ho points 
out that the population of the United 
States has risen in a hundred years from 
3,00.0,000 .to:50,000,000; that is to say, 
that it has during that time multiplied 
itself:sixteen times,: or doubled ' itself 
avery twenty-five years. At the like 
rate of increase it would reach in an- 
other century-the unheard of'total of 
800,000,000; but, fortunatefyfor ' itself 
and tho world, there are good reasons 
iwhy it should not proceed quite in that 
ratio. Still, it must increase rapidly till 
the conditions of life have found an 
equilibrium, and tho. comparative ease of 
living in the old and the new world has 
become fairly equalized.

Base-balls arc like human beings—you 


never know what's in them until you cut 
them open," said Al Keach, tbe old-time 
second-baser, 'to a reporter, as he placed a 
ball before a circular saw, and after some 
trouble halved it. "There! What do 
yoil think of that? 
A great deal of 


science and hard work is required in the 
manufacture of balls. For instance, the 
ball is patented. In the center is a 
round piece of the best Para gum. Then 
there ia the best stocking-yarn. This is 
stretched first by machinery to its utmost 
tension. Th9n it is 'wound by hand so 
.tight that, as'you,see, it resembles one 
solid piece of material. The winding is 
done by single strands at a time. 
This 


makes it more compact. A round of 
white yarn is now put in, and the whole 
covered1 with a ruober plastic cement. 
Wben this becomes hard U preserves the 
spherical shape of . the ball, and prevents 
the inside from shifting when the ball is 
struck. 
You. have seen some balls 


knocked egg-shaped the first blow they 
are struck. 
Well, with this cement 


covering that is impossible. Then comes 
more yarn, and finally the cover. The 
covering for all the-good balls is made of 
horse-hide. Long experience has shown 
this to be the best. Cow or goat skin 
will become wrinkled and wear loose. 
'Why, .there 'is as much' change in the 
making of base-balls in the' last ten years 
as there'is in the game itself. The sew- 
ing on of the'covers is done by hand, and 
the' thread used is catgut." ' No one 
man makes a ball complete. One person 
becomes proficient in the first winding; 
then, some one'else takes it; another man 
will fit; the cover, but there are very few 
of the. workmen who. become, proficient 
in the art of sewing the" cover, A dozen 
men in'tho course of a day will turn out 
about twenty-five dozen first-class balls, 
and as a rule they make good wages. 
Some manufacturers put carpet -list in 
the . balls,, but can easily .be detected 
when the batting begins, because the ball 
soon loses its shape. 
Of course, for the 


cheap balls, such as the boys begin with, 
not so much 
t care is exercised in the 


manufacture.''They are made in cups, 
which revolve by fast-moving machinery. 
Tho insides are made "up of scraps of 
leather and rubber, and then carpet 
listing" .-is- -wound around the ball. 
It 


takes a man 'about ten -minutes to turn 
.one-of these out complete. The profes- 
sional ball weighs from five to five and 
one-half ounces, and is nine and one- 
quarter inches' in circumference. It ia 
calculated that about five million base- 
balls are made each year, and these are 
not extravagant figures when it is con- 
sidered that upon every vacant lot in the 
large cities and upon every village green 
in the country there are crowds of men 
and boys banging away at the ball,when- 
ever the weather permits.—Philadelphia 
Record.

OEAPO DID— CEAPO DIDN'T; 


Contradictory Keports About the Al- 


leged Forced IMsiimtch. 


BOSTON, Jan. SO.— Further investigation ol 


the alleged forgery of a dispatch or letter from 
Congressman Crapo, annonuciug hie with- 
drawal from the senatorial contoat, shows thnl 
no actual' letter or telegram from Crupo was 
shown, heace there was no forgery, as suited in 
provisions dispatches, Thoro is no question, 
however, of tho fact that a statement was cir- 
culated at tho state house that auch a com- 
munication had boon received, and it was gen- 
erally believed. 
- GovernorlUco aays: "Crapo told me ho had 
telegraphed liia friends to throw their strength 
for Hoar, and there is not a word of truth in 
tho rumor of a forged dispatch." 


Crapo appears to stand on a technicality, 
saying that no sent no dispatch requesting or 
demanding the transfer of votes. His friends, 
who road this dispatch, however, Bay there is 
no doubt that his language prompted the 
transfer. 
Mr. Norcrosa says that Crapo read the dis- 


patch to him. It was not in terms dictatorial, 
but implied that he would cot feel aggrieved 
if those supporting him should doom it advisa- 
ble'to vote for Mr. Hoar. • 
A later version states that Crapo denies tho 


allegation of forgery, and had informed United 
States Senator Hoar that he (Crapo/ oont the 
dispatch which influenced his friends to trans- 
fer tho votes to him -(Hoar). 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.— Crapo, through his 


frienda, has authorized, tho following state- 
ment: 


"Mr. Crapo sent no telegram to Boston giving 


instructions to his frienda in tho legislature. 
His preference for Hoar waa well known, and . 
hia personal frienda in New Bedford, knowing 
his preference, may have telegraphed ,to Bos- 
ton. In response to numerous telegrams he 
'haa indicated his preference more than once." 
Tho Star publishes tho following:

sent by ox-Collector Grinuoll, of Now Bedford,

A correspondent of the Manchester 


(England) Examintr and Times tells a 
story which, aa it ia published in that 
prominent and always well-informed 
journal -without contradiction, maj; be 
accepted as literally true; Very briefly 
told it is as follows: Two of the pleasant- 
est livings in the. Church of England are 
now for «ale at a.-rPAafinohln prir-o fnr 
casli or approved paper; the agents Tor 
the sale of ono being Messrs. Lumley & 
Co., auctioneers, etc.; St. Jamea street, 
London, and of the other Messrs. Watson 
& Digby, Fakenham, Norfolk. The first 
and most important is the rectory of 
WLmbish, Essex. Three years ago Lum- 
ley & Co. put it up at auction, but 'as 
only £5,000 was bid it was withdrawn. 
In reply to a recent inquiry the agents 
write thus: 


"Some time ag-0 you were good enough to In- 
quire about this property (Wimblah), which wo 
then odored for auction, but did not.sell. It 
haa not changed bunds Blnco, and ourcllont Is 
doairousof mootlnsr a purchaser. If you aro 
inclined to muko n bid lor It wo shall DO very 
plonscd to forward It to tho proper quarter. To 
stive tlmo, our price- now is £5,(iOO, on tho lust 
occasion it was £7,000.

At the auction mentioned' the firm 


stated as a strong inducement to pur- 
chasers that Wimbish was a genuine 
sinecure; "there is no rectory house, no 
residence is required, nor any'duty what- 
ever on the part of the holder' of the 
living." 
Of course the same is true now, 


and has been for four hundred years, 
during which period the living "has been 
in the main bought and sold for purely 
domestic purposes." 
Moreover, the law 


regulating these matters is such that 
"any buyer of the rectory of Wimbish 
could institute any clergyman—however 
disreputable his ecclesiastical or moral 
character might be—in spite of, and in 
defiance of, all the bishops in the realm 
of England." Any" clergyman may buy 
it and institute himself as incumbent. 
It is worth £G50 per annum net, there- 
fore the investment will 'return about 12 
per'cent., and the wonder is that Wim- 
bish remains so long in the market.

As Bay- 
field, at £700, pays 21 per cent, on the 
investment, it 19 surprising some sharp 
shepherd has not snapped it up before 
this time, the incumbent being allowed 
to live anywhere, and hold two other 
places of the same sort, if he is lucky

The Ganclio^s Horse. 


When I was thirteen years old I was 


smitten with love for a horse I once saw 
—an untamable-looking brute, that rolled 
his eyes • turbulently under a cloud of 
black mane tumbling over hijj forehead. 
I could not take my sight off this proud 
beautiful creature, and I longed to pos- 
sess him with p great longing.-His owner 
—a worthless vagabond, as it happened— 
marked my enthusiastic admiration, and 
a day or two afterward, having lost all 
his money at cards, he came to me, offer- 
ing to sell, me the horse. Having ob- 
tained my father's consent, I rushed off 
to the man with all the money I pos- 
sessed—about 30s. or 35s., I believe. 
After some grumbling, and finding he 
could get no more, he accepted tho 
money. 
My new possession tiled me 


with unbounded delight, and I spent the 
time caressing him and leading him 
•bout the grounds in search'of succulent 
grasses and choice leaves to feed him on. 
I am sure this horse understood and loved 
me, for, in spite of that savage look, 
which his eyes never quite lost, he al- 
ways displayed a singular gentleness to- 
ward me. He never attempted to upset 
me, though he promptly threw—to my 
great delight, 1 must confess—any ono 
else who ventured to mount him. After 
ho had been mineua few days, I rode on 
him ono morning to witness a cattle- 
marking on a neighboring estate. 
I 


found thirty or forty Gauchos on the 
ground engaged in catching and branding 
the cattle. " It was rough, dangerous 
work, but apparently not. rough enough 
to satisfy the men, so after branding an 
animal and releasing him from their las- 
sos, 
several of the mounted Gauchos 


would, purely for sport, endeavor to 
knock it down as it rushed away, by 
charging .furiously on to it. As I sat 
there .enjoying 'the fun my horse stood 
very quietly under me, also eagerly 
watching the sport. At length a great 
'bull was released, and,-smarting from the 
;fiery torture, lowered his horns and 
rushed away toward tho open plain. 
Three horsemen in succession shot out 
from the crowd, and charged the bull at 
full speed; one by one, by suddenly 
swerving his body round, he avoided 
•them, and was escaping scot-free. 
At 


this moment my horse—possibly inter- 
preting a casual touch of my hand on 
his neck, or some movement of my body,. 
as a wish to join in the sport^-suddenly 
sprang forward and charged on the flying 
bull like a thunderbolt, striking him full 
in the middle of his body, and hurling 
him with a tremendous shock to the 
earth. The stricken beast rolled violent- 
ly over, while my horse stood still as a 
stone watching him. Strange to nay, I 
was not unseated, but, turning round, 
galloped 
back, greeted by a shout of 


applause from the spectators—the only 
sound of that description I have ever 
had the privilege of listening to. They 
little knew that my horse had accom- 
plished the perilous feat without his rider's 
guidance. No doubt he had been accus- 
tomed to do such things, and, perhaps, 
for the moment, had forgotten that he 
had passed, in to the hands of ft new own- 
er—one of tender years. 
He never vol- 


untarily attempted an adventure of that 
kind again; he knew, I suppose, that he 
no longer carried on his back a reckless 
dare-devil, who valued not life. Poor 
Picaso! he was mine till he died. I have 
had a score of horses since, but never 
one I loved so well.—The London Field.

occurred at three o'clock this morning, 
will be a surprise to this community. But 
very few knew tnat he was sick, and no 
one supposed he was dangerously ill un- 
til Saturday night.

result of his enterprise. During his resi 
dence in the town of Eock and in this 
city, Mr. Church had '• filled many local 
positions of trust. While in the country 
ho was justice of the peace four j'ears, 
and supervisor two years; and while in 
the city ho was assessor two years, alder- 
man of the third ward] six years, and at 
the time of his death was street commis- 
sioner. In 1878 he was tho democratic 
candidate for'the assembly, bat was de- 
feated by the. Hon. A. P. Lovejoy, 
He 


was once married, his wife surving him 
and he leaves five children, all ot whom 
are grown to manhood and womanhood. 


HBS. MAnr OSOOOD.
